Danger of Crisis Not Passed 
The great slump of 1920 and 1921 
was the natural corollary of the great 
rise of prices and expansion of credit 
which had previously occurred. No 
business crisis ever has occurred un­ 
less preceded by a marked expansion 
of credit, and none need be looked 
ror until such an expansion has oc­ 
urred. W e are not free from danger 
if it: the continuing importations of 
old should keep us on our guard, 
n 1923 they have been greater than 
I 
1922, 
reaching 
approximately 
390,000,000, 
The greatest achievement of the 
•ear has been the demonstration that 
he United States can enjoy so large 
» degree of prosperity notwithstani- 
ng the unsettled conditions in Eu- 
-ope. The record of 1923 can he re­ 
heated if the American people but 
lave the courage to premed with the 
garnert_of_th$ir. resources and 


the equipment of their industries as 
they have done in the past year. 
There is no lack of work to be done. 
The chief occupation of the Amer­ 
ican people is that of supplying their 
own wants, but that their foreign 
trade is of a stable character the 
sustained exports of the last two 
years have shown, 
Our trade out­ 
side of Europe is growing. The bal­ 
ance between agriculture and the 
other industries is in the way of be­ 
ing restored, and if we will be sat­ 
isfied with steady business, without 
a boom, there is good reason to ex­ 
pect ihat our hopes will be gratified 
in 1924. 
The Industrial Equilibrium 
The features of the present situa­ 
tion which are unsatisfactory are all 
due to disturbance of the industrial 
equilibrium. 
The tire industry for example has 
been suffering from over-expansion. 
Fundamentally, the industry is in s 
strong position, for the number of 
automobiles in use has been rapidly 
increasing, but the tire business has 
been overstimulated by its own pros­ 
perity. 
It suffered in the general 
slump of 1921, but the unfavorable 
conditions of late are due to its over 
development 
The situation affords 
an 
illustration 
of 
the 
industrial 
troubles 
for 
which 
the 
carious 
branches of industry are themselves 
responsible, and which can be rem* 
edied by themselves alone 
The copper-producing industry has 
been in an unsatisfactory state in the 
last half of the year, with an output 
enough over the demand to weigh 
down the m arket 
One reason for 
this is that while consumption in the 
United States is large, world markets 
do not take what they would if in­ 
dustrial order was reestablished ir> 
Europe and normal development was 
going on* 
Another reason is that 
increasing quantities of copper hare 
been coming at low cost from new 
ore bodies, upon which great turns 
of capital have been expended, and 
this competition is felt by the high- 
cost producers. 
The first of these 
conditions is one of the effects of 
the war; the other is a condition to 
which every industry is subject 
The oil industry has been depress­ 
ed by an extraordinary flow from 
newly discovered pools. 
It is char­ 
acteristic of this industry that pro­ 
duction and consumption are seldom 
closely balanced. 
The latter steadily 
increases while the former is affect­ 
ed by the discovery and exhaustion 
of new fields of supply. 
The leather industry is another in 
which demand and supply are not 
naturally co-ordinated, because hides, 
the raw material, are a by-product, 
not produced independently. 
Cattle 
have been forced on the market in 
the last four years faster than hides 
were needed and prices have been 
depressed; another case of disturbed 
equilibrium. 
The coal industry is suffering from 


the 
effects 
of 
over-development, 
brought about by over-stimulation, 
resulting in part from heavy war de­ 
mands but more from wage-disputes 
and Arpeated suspension of opera­ 
tions. 
The effect of these suspen­ 
sion* has been tn create artificial 
shortages and to concentrate de­ 
mands within short periods of time, 
thus offering inducements for the 
opening of new mines and attracting 
more workers to the industry than 
can have continuous employment m 
it. As a result wages arc based upon 
the expectation of a large amount of 
idle time, and coal is made unreason­ 
ably dear to the industries and all 
consumers. 
It is another case of dis­ 
turbed equilibrium. 
The wheat-prodncifig industry was 
very much disturbed by the war. 
Previously, an important part of the 
supplies received by importing coun­ 
tries 
came 
from Russia and 
the 
balkan countries; the war cut off 
these supplies, which greatly stimu­ 
lated production in other countries, 
notably the United States and Can­ 
ada. 
Since the war grain production 
n*s recovered all over Europe, and 
Russia has reappeared as an export­ 
er. with the result that there is an 
over-supply of wheat 
The United 
States has reduced its acreage in 
some degree, but not to the pre-war 
aiea, while Canada and Argentina 
are producing much more than here­ 
tofore. 
This is a case where pro­ 
duction was increased to meet an 
emergency and the emergency hav­ 
ing passed it should be accordingly 
reduced. 
Cotton Goods Industry 
The cotton goods industry has been 
disturbed by an influence operating 
in the other direction. 
An insect 
pest has seriously affected the pro­ 
duction of cotton; with three short 
crops in succession stocks have been 
reduced alarmingly low, the price of 
the raw material has advanced so 
rapidly that manufacturers are un­ 
willing to make up goods except upon 
order, and merchants hesitate to give 
orders at a level much above that to 
which 
consumers 
are accustomed. 
The normal equilibrium between the 
raw material and cloth, and between 
cotton goods and other commodi­ 
ties is disturbed and affects the in­ 
dustry unfavorably. Although cotton 
brings a high price, the growers are 
receiving it upon a small yield grown 
over a large acreage at high cost, 
and the benefits of the high price arc 
very unequally distributed over dif­ 
ferent localities. 
Wool is usually classed as an agri­ 
cultural product, although only a 
relatively small portion of the world 
supplies is produced on farms. 
The 
number of sheep in all countries has 
been largely reduced and the wool 
situation is unbalanced by reason of 
short supplies. 
As in the case of 
cotton there is nothing that consum­ 
ers can do but pay the rising prices, 
or do without, until supply and de­ 
mand come into equilibrium. ^ 


During the war the demand fa 
beef cattle was so great that price 
rose,‘making beef-production traosu 
ally profitable, and bcef-producen 
like tire-producers in the past yen 
strove to increase their output. Tine 
production is increased by factory 
extensions, new equipment and mor 
workmen, but beef-production is is 
creased by the slower process c 
building up herds. 
Individual grow 
cts, however, were tempted to ic 
crease their own production by boy 
mg stock cattle from each other, th 
effects#of which were to run up price 
and get many of them deeply tnt 
debt. When the demand for bee! fo 
the armies fell off and industrial dt 
pression spread over the world, be* 
consumption fell off, prices fell, an 
stock-growers 
who 
had 
borrow* 
money to pay for cattle at hig 
prices have been obliged to sell this 
herds in markets overloaded wit 
offerings. 
The situation was m 
balanced one way when the growes 
were bidding against each other I 
their efforts to increase their herd 
and unbalanced the other way whe 
they were trying to sell in market 
where sellers greatly outnumber* 
buyers. 
Growth of Hog Market 
Cora and hogs are comraodifk 
closely related in the marketing pri 
cess and in values. 
For several yeaj 
prior to 1923 the equilibrium betwee 
them was lost, hogs bringing ret 
tively higher prices. 
The effect < 
this situation was to stimulate ti 
breeding of more hogs, until in ti: 
past year the number marketed ws 
34 per cent larger than in 1922. Thi 
turned the situation over, with ti 
balance the other way. 
There are other cases that mig! 
be mentioned to illustrate the in 
portance of balanced relations bt 
tween the various independent f* 
tors in industry and to show thi 
the adjustment and 
regulation c 
these relations must be managed b 
the parties immediately concern*! 
The entire system of interchange b 
which the wants of society are sut 
plied is regulated by the fluctuate© 
of prices. 
Over-development 
any 
where is corrected by a fall of pries 
and under-development is correct* 
by a rise of prices, and all this regt 
lation is accomplished far more e: 
fectively by the free play of natun 
forces than it can be done by go* 
eminent regulation. The latter wool 
require a dictatorship not only ort 
prices but over all industry, regutai 
ing individual activities and 
dom 
away with individual judgment ac 
individual independence. 
None of the cases of malady** 
rner.t mentioned above have be* 
caused by governmental actio©, e? 
rcpt in the general sense that go* 
ernments were responsible for tf* 
war. and governments cannot cm 
thsm. 
Any attempt by the govert 
ment to remedy them would inte 
fere with the natural readjustmcni 
and delay recovery.

First signs of

came when Adam Scheldt, president 
of a large brewing concern, volun­ 
tarily came to the City Hall and of­ 
fered to post a $100,000 bond guar­ 
anteeing ail beer 
shipped 
on his 
trucks to be Pitkin the legal alco­ 
holic contents, in order to do away 
with continual 
police 
searching of 
the trucks while in transit. 
Director Butler accepted the offer. 
Prospects for a fight to the finish 
with the Venetian Cafe, a central 
city saloon, loomed up yesterday. 
This place was raided on Wednes­ 
day, aud since then the police four 
times have seized truck loads of beer 
that were about to be unloaded there. 
William A. Gray, 
counsel 
for 
the 
proprietors of the cafe, 
announced 
that he would confer with the City 
Solicitor and then seek to arrange a 
reference wPh Director Butler to 
iind out the extent to 
which 
the 
police plan to carry their efforts to 
close the place. 
“The police cannot seize beer and 
soft drinks which conform to gov­ 
ernment regulations,” Gray declared 
“It must be stopped.”

the day. In addition lo raids, a strict 
surveillance of closed establishments 
was maintained to see that they did 
not re-open.

SIMPLE salad which is easy 
to prepare aud is usually easy 
to procure is as follows: Shred a 
hard head of cabbage very line and 
drop into cold water

crisp. Drain, add salt and sprinkle 
well with sugar, then add some 
sharp vinegar and enough thick 
cream to make a good dressing. 
Chili Con Carm.— Lake a eau of 
kidney beans or boil a pound of the 
red chili beans until tender. Just 
before the beans are soft add one 
onion and a clove of garlic chopped 
fine. 
There should be about three 
pints of water In the beans. 
Add 
a tablespoonful or 
more of chill 
powder, depending upon how hot 
you like the chili, or add a few 
stewed chopped chill peppers and 
a teaspoonful of salt. Chop a pound 
of suet; let it cook until all tile 
fat is tried out, remove the scraps 
and add a pound and a half of ham­ 
burger steak. 
Stir constantly for a 
few minutes, then add the beans 
and cook slowly for several hours.
